Beth Gray — for almost twenty three years doing 
a marvelous job as Town Clerk. 


ROADS — Always a problem, with which Troy is 
not alone. We have improved much on the ditching, 
much more on this needs to be done. On tarring we have 
found that 1%” mulching is far better and probably 
much more economical than 1” mulching of the past. 
The durability of last year’s tarring lends weight to this. 
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WELFARE — The welfare account is very unpre- 
dictable. The Overseers have to take extreme precaution 
in handling it, with all the new laws and guidelines that 
must be followed. We have tried to fulfil the needs of 
those applying and stay as best we can within the law. 


DUMP — We are gratified for the use of the Unity 
Dump. We hope an amicable dump situation will prevail. 

The Selectmen, Fire. Chief, Other Fire Department 
Members, the Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, 
Planning Board Members, and other Town Officers, have, 
during the year, attended meetings held in various distant 
places such as Augusta, Belfast and other distant 
points in relation to their particular jobs. This should be 
encouraged and possibly enlarged on in the future. Much 
can be learned by observing and conversing with officials 
from other towns and departments. 


SEW AGE — according to the present State Laws it 
is necessary to have the soil tested before installing a 
sewage system. We suggest anyone planning a new 
system contact the plumbing inspector first. The plumbing 
inspector, the planning board, and the board of selectmen 
have a list of soil testers for this area. 

In view of the fact that considerable controversy has 
come about on equipment capacity it has been recom- 
mended that perhaps all trucks and equipment working 
on town operated projects this coming year be measured 
by the road commi-cioner along with at least one select- 
man and the owner of the equipment involved. 


TAX MAPS — Not an absolute necessity now, tho 
the State of Maine Public Laws and Constitutional Reso- 
lutions Book is a bit hazy on this subject, as on page 5 
of said book it states ‘““Tax maps. Every primary assessing’ 
area and municipality in the State shall, prior to January 
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1, 1980, have a tax map meeting the minimum standards 
promulgated by the Bureau of Property Taxation’. 
Then on Page 317 of same book it states ‘‘Tax Maps, 
municipal assessing units do not necessarily have to main- 
tain tax maps’. So a slight confusion; even our local 
representative to the legis!ature was of the opinion, until 
very recently, that the maps were required. 

While it may not be necessary, now, to have the 
maps, it is felt by many to be the way to more equitably 
assess the land in Troy. We have discussed maps with 
assessors - selectreen of e'ore to 2% towns and. all have 
voiced, very strongly, in favor of their maps. They feel 
that the maps have greatly improved the quality of their 
assessing - in such areas as - almost always picking up 
extra acreage in their towns, all towns picking up land 
never before taxed, from a few hundred acres in some 
towns to several thousand acres in other towns. One 
neighboring town to Troy picked up approximately 
1,500 acres never before taxed. Chances of picking up 
extra acreage is not the only advantage; other features 
are: getting all the plots before the assessors in their 
exact shape, the acreage broken down in tillage, timber 
land, ‘‘waste land’’: road frov-tare: also mrc% helm to he 
assessors to better catalog all properties in having map 
and plot numbers along with cards (we are now using 
cards to some degree), and. very important, maps will 
help greatly in any possible future court hearings that 
might be placed against the town on any type of “‘Jien’’ 
situations. In this last thought maps may also help in the 
private sector, property owners sometimes finding out 
where their lines are for the first time. 

Even tho some of the assessing laws have been 
relaxed (it is feared some will bounce back in future 
legislative sessions), there are still outstanding “new” 
laws, one of which is necessary sales ratio.

The year 1975 was a busy year for the fire company. 
We responded to twenty-three fires in the Town of Troy 
and one mutual aid call in Burnham.

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REPORT OF THE TROY PLANNING BOARD 


The planning board has been very busy since the 
people of Troy gave us the green light to prepare a 
shoreland zoning ordinance last March. The town now 
has two ordinances governing development of land. in 
‘environmentally delicate’ areas. They are the Shore- 
land Zoning Ordinance and a Building Ordinance for 
Flood Prone Areas. Both were passed at a special town 
meeting held July 21, 1975 and are in full effect. 


The Shoreland Zoning Ordinance was written by the 
local planning board and governs the development of 
a 250 foot wide strip of land along the waterfront of 
Lake Winnecook, Carlton Pond and Carlton Stream. 
The ordinance is required by state law to protect the 
water quality of our lakes and Streams. 


The second, a Building Ordinance for Flood Prone 
Areas, is a federal requirement. It requires that anyone 
who wishes to build in a flood prone area obtain a permit 
from the planning board and be able to show that he/she 
has designed the proposed structure in such a. way as 
to prevent or minimize the chance of flood damage. No 
lending institution is allowed to finance any building 
unless a permit has been obtained and safeguards have 
been taken. 


The existance of these ordinances ‘has required the 
town to have a code enforcement officer to issue minor 
permits and see that building is being done according to 
codes set forth in the ordinances. The selectmen ap- 
pointed Darryl Bell to the job in August. 


Last fall the town also got a plumbing inspector. 
Cleola Winters was appointed temporary inspector by 
the selectmen after pressure from the state. The plumb- 
ing code is a state law and is enforced by the state by 
authorizing a locally appointed inspector to carry out

the laws. A plumbing inspector helps carry out local 
ordinances as well since a prime concern is to prevent 
water pollution by guarding against improperly installed 
septic systems. 


After the ordinances were passed, the planning 
board began to consider their responsibilities to the 
townspeople. It was quickly realized that we had little 
knowledge about laws and regulations that effect us. 
We felt that we needed to know more and that we should 
become enough informed so we could be of help to 
people who may find themselves in a position of having 
to deal with state and federal regulations as well as local 
ordinances. We decided to share what we learned with 
the public, so we published two newsletters last year. We 
would like to continue sharing such information with 
everyone through a quarterly newsletter if enough people 
feel it is helpful. To continue the newsletter will require 
enough funds to cover postage and printing. 


Other activities we must consider in the coming year 
are development of a comprehensive plan and a set of 
guidelines for acting on subdivision proposals. Passing 
the ordinances in 1975 has placed the town in an unusual 
situation. Before making ordinances a town is supposed 
to have a comprehensive plan. Then any ordinances as 
may be needed to carry out the plan should be drawn up 
and voted by the people. The comprehensive plan has 
many values. First it is a study of what the town is like 
today - topography, soil types, watershed and run-off, 
present land use, location of public facilities and road 
systems, etc. Second, it is a statement of how people feel 
about their community and what they would like to see 
(or not to see) happen to it. And last, it is a base of 
information upon which any ordinances are built. It can 
assure that we do not make ordinances or other regula- 
tions that are in conflict with each other or that do not 
serve to carry out the goals identified or protect the 
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quality of the environment described in the plan. Troy has 
no comprehensive plan, but we do have two ordinances as 
a result of deadlines imposed by state and federal law. 
Now we need to go back and re-examine our situation 
and assure that it all fits together. 


The planning board has had a membership problem. 
At present we need two alternate members. We hope 
some citizens will take an interest in the board’s activities 
and volunteer their time and services. In February the 
planning board adopted official by-laws. Our annual 
meeting is the Second Monday in April, at which time 
officers are chosen and new people appointed. 


The planning board has met twice a month since last 
March. Meetings are on the second and fourth Mondays 
of each month at 8 p. m. at the Troy Central School. 
Meetings are public and all are welcome to attend any 
time.

The system of internal control was reviewed as it per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Cash accounts were verified by 
reconciliation of bank statements and/or by direct con- 
firmation. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
disbursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. 
Letters of confirmation were used on a test basis to 
determine the correctness of recorded assets and liabili- 
ties. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various 
sources was checked to pertinent records. Federal reve- 
nue sharing, trust and reserve fund transactions were 
checked. Town meeting records were checked for matters 
pertaining to financial activity. Surety bond and insurance 
coverages were determined.

We wish to take this opportunity to thank everyone 
for their cooperation this past year. We feel everyone 
who participated in any way in operating the business 
of town government this past year did a good job. 


Dump — always a “junky” problem. Our apprecia- 
tion to the Town of Unity for a ‘“‘fee paid use of its 
dump’’. We have had meetings on this problem, including 
one with the Sawyer set up in Hampden. Any Troy 
citizen who needs a dump permit may obtain one from 
the Town Clerk or from the Selectmen. 


Our adding machine “passed away” this year; we 
now have a brand new computer-adder. 

We are very grateful to the George Dodge family 
for the gift of land to the Town where the winter sand 
pile is stored. The deed has already been recorded. It 
involves 34 of an acre. 

We are setting a little better this year financially; 
note the Financial Statement. It might be wise to go 
easy on the Surplus again. 

During the winter we have rid ourselves of many 
unsightly and dangerous dead elms and in doing so 
created some work for some citizens, and also getting 
fuel for some of our citizens. Speaking of trees, it might 
be nice to obtain some money from sources to set some 
shade trees out along some of our roads. 


Roads — The Selectmen hope, by town meeting 
time, to come in with some kind of a plan and sugges- 
tions on how to treat town tar roads. Probably some 
should be treated as such, while perhaps, some should 
go back to gravel. The board would appreciate comments. 
It is commonly felt that roads like Barker, Myrick, 
portions of Ward Hill Road should continue with tarring. 
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We are getting, now, tarring and mulching prices for 
the coming season. 

Tax Maps — We now have $5,000.00 set aside for 
the maps. We might do well this coming year to take 
$5,000.00 or so of Revenue Sharing money and have the 
maps made. We have been approached by several 
companies and we have samples given to us by these 
firms which anyone may see by request. 

Serious consideration should be given to the possi- 
bility of selling some of the Town Forest lots - especially 
selling those that lend themselves to attractive houselots, 
and those lots, perhaps, that have proven out to be poor 
wood producers. We might do well to retain the lots 
and/or portions of lots that are good wood producers 
and/or make excellent recreation areas for townspeople. 
This should be talked up with the townspeople, the 
Selectmen, the Forestry Committee, etc. 

Assessing — This past year, we adopted a program 
of 100% valuation. We think it worked quite well, a 
couple adjustments were made and more will be made. 
This is a field that requires constant scrutiny. Assessors 
must be everlastingly up on building pricing, land pricing 
—these helped by figuring local sales ratios. 

We have property record cards, they are incomplete 
at present, takes much time to complete them. We have 
many photos, but these too are incomplete. We would 
like to fully inspect and establish grade and condition of 
all buildings; this requires a lot of time. 

We would like to have tax maps in order to determ- 
ine land sizes, composition, this would help compute 
land values. 

Town History — Edith and Leola Mitchell have put 
in hundreds of hours to compile a History of Troy. It is 
about ready to go to print. They are asking for financial 
help of $1,000.00. This request seems very reasonable, 
especially where most or all of it will be repaid from 
sales of the book.

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REPORT OF THE TROY PLANNING BOARD 


(Newsletter No. 6) 


The Troy Planning Board has completed a busy 
second year of work. The Board has prepared a sub- 
division ordinance, has been working towards a compre- 
hensive plan and development of a set of road standards, 
has printed two more newsletters and has issued ten pole 
permits and approved one subdivision. 


The Planning Board added three alternate members 
this past year in addition to the five regular members. 
The Board has continued to meet twice a month on the 
second and fourth Mondays of each month at 8 p. m. at 
the Troy Central School. All meetings are public and 
anyone is welcome. 


Most of 1976 was spent writing a Subdivision Ord- 
inance for the Town of Troy. It was felt by many 
townspeople that a sizeable portion of town land was 
held by people who may be potential developers. It 
was also known that many developments in other com- 
munities have been poorly planned and had resulted 
in subdivisions that were costly to people who purchased 
land in them and subsequently to the town as a whole. 
Secondary to this issue was the dilemma of the Planning 
Board when faced with a subdivision application and 
having no set of criteria with which to act on the request. 
Based on these concerns the Board prepared an ordinance 
for Troy regulating subdivision activity. 


The basic concept of a subdivision ordinance is to 
protect the buyer, the environment, and the community 
by making the developer or seller do certain things to 
ensure that the land in question is in fact suitable to the 
purpose he intends it for. The Board sought to make 
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the ordinance as simple and sensible as possible, trying 
to protect community interests while at the same time 


keeping requirements in line so that the developer or 
seller would not be overburdened with costly require- 
ments that would push the cost of a home out of reach 
for most working families. 


tn October, 1976, a public hearing and special town 
meeting were held in which the ordinance was explained 
and subsequently voted into existance by the people. 
A copy of the ordinance has been recorded in the Waldo 
County Registry of Deeds and is in effect. 


Two of the planned newsletters were published last 
year. None was printed in the winter because of the 
amount of time spent developing the subdivision ordi- 
nance. The Board further felt this report should be the 
fourth planned letter and since it is in the Annual Report 
the cost of mailing it separately is saved. The Board 
again plans to print three newsletters in 1977, with the 
fourth appearing in the 1977 Annual Report. 


Permit activity in 1976 was similar to that in 1975. 
The total of 10 pole permits issued accounted for eight 
new homes in Troy, an increase in the housing stock of 
about 5%. The most significant change in permit activity 
was the issuance of the town’s first subdivision permit. 
The Shoreland Zoning and Flood Insurance Ordinances 
have yet to be tested in Troy.

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The topic of comprehensive planning has been an 
overriding concern during the past year. The statutes of 
the State of Maine say that all towns must have com- 
prehensive plans so that ordinances and regulations 
made are not in conflict with each other or with the goals 
of the townspeople or the environment. 


A comprehensive plan is not written over night. It 
may take years to complete. Individual portions of the 
plan should be completed as the information needed 
becomes available. The Planning Board expects to begin 
mapping topography (identifying slopes too steep for 
certain kinds of use, etc.) current land use patterns, roads 
public lands, vegetation, etc. and developing written 
portions of the plan such as growth and history, econ- 
omy, housing, and public opinions and desires. The 
Planning Board hopes that anyone interested in any 
aspect of the plan will feel free to help. 


The major piece of data needed by the Board is 
soils information. The SCS informs us that soil maps for 
Troy will not be completed until 1980. This presents a 
problem not only for comprehensive planning but also 
for nearly all other work of the board including issuing 
most permits. 


Tax maps would also be a very useful tool to the 
Planning Board. They would be extremely useful in 
identifying land use, vegetation, quality of the land, etc. 
for planning purposes and for dealing with subdivisions. 
In addition to their value to the Board tax maps would 
assure a more equal taxation because they will assure | 
that all land in town is on the tax books and that the 
true owner of the land is being taxed, and will provide 
an analysis of the value of the land in terms of its use 
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and condition (i.e., bogs, cut over, prime forest, pasture, 
house lot, etc.) so that a fair tax formula can be worked 
out. 


An issue that has confronted the Board while 
preparing the subdivision ordinance and again while 
working toward the comprehensive plan is that of road 
standards. Frequently in the case of large subdivisions 
not all lots abut existing public ways. Thus it becomes 
necessary for roads to be built. Assuming that some day 
the people living there will request the Town to accept 
their road as a public way, it was necessary that a set 
of standards be imposed to protect the current taxpayers 
of the town from costly burdens of upgrading and main- 
taining poorly constructed roads. Also at issue is the 
question of health, safety and welfare of persons living 
in inaccessible places. (How would we get a fire truck 
or ambulance to someone in time if the roads were 
impassible?) Because of these concerns the subdivision 
ordinance set forth guidelines for building roads. A 
4-rod right-of-way was required for all new roads so 
that they may qualify as state-aid roads in the future. 
But this did in no way mean one must build a super- 
highway, but merely requires a gravel based, drained 
road wide enough for two vehicles to pass. 


The question has further been raised as to whether 
such a set of road standards should be extended to 
cover the whole town. In 1850 the population of Troy 
was nearly 1500. There were many more roads in Troy 
then than are in use today. Since then the population 
declined to a low of 487 in 1950. But today people are 
moving into Troy and many of the old roads that have 
fallen into disuse may soon be used once again, not to 
mention the prospects of developing new roads. To build 
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new roads or to repair abandoned roads may become a 
costly venture for a town like Troy where there are no 
major businesses or industry and the tax burden falls 
wholly upon the homeowner. Should the property owner 
bear totaily the burden for construction and mainten- 
ance of additional roads, or should the people moving 
into remote areas of the town be required to share the 
cost, at least of constructing the road to a minimum set 
of standards? The laws of the State are such that towns 
may adopt road standards if they chose. The Planning 
Board concluded its year’s work reviewing alternatives 
for roads and welcomes public opinions.

The system of internal control was reviewed as it 
pertained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Cash accounts were verified by recon- 
ciliation of bank statements and/or by direct confirma- 
tion. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well 
as disbursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls 
and canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. 
Letters of confirmation were used on a test basis to 
determine the correctness of recorded assets and liabil- 
ities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various 
sources was checked to pertinent records. Federal reve- 
nue sharing, trust and reserve fund transactions were 
checked. Town meeting records were checked for 
matters pertaining to financial activity. Surety bond and 
insurance coverages were determined.
